struments of destruction; we can com- 
pute it potentially by the size of its 
armies and navies; but we ca nnever 
estimate 
it 
humanely because we 


have no gauge for human pain. 


We know what misery would n,ean 


to us if we were set adrift on the 
face of the earth in Christmas weath- 
er, but we cannot imagine the ag- 
onies of a people whose homes are 
in the line of advance of some "tre- 
inendous offensive." 


Yet there is a sad toll of little na- 


tions which have been martyrs in the 
strife of the great powers: Belgium, 
Poland, Serbia, Auiienia, Montenegro 
and now Rumania. It is not possible 
to estimate the total of the refugees, 
exiles, oiphans and outcasts which 
this war has made, the great hosTs of 
derelicts who have not where to lay 
their heads. 


We think of projectiles, shells, gre- 


nades, liquid fire, shrapnel, bayonets 
pistols and knives as the munitions of 
war. But war has other weapons 
cold, famine, disease and death for 
non-combatants when they are home- 
less. It is not only the soldiers who 
count in war's losses. 
Any war if 


a war on the helpless as well as the 
strong, on babes as well as men,

the affray last October when Nash 
subbed Hicks in the course of a 
fight they had when .both were 
drinking at Robinson. Nash was 
brought to Steele, had • hearing, 
pleaded guilty and paid a fine, 
making the promise then that he 
would leave liquor alone. 
Steele, N. D., Dec. 16. In a little 


homestead aback on the bleak North 
Dakota prairies, ten miles northwest 
of Robinson, Kidder county, was late 
Sunday afternoon the setting for an- 
other North Dakota murder, accord- 
ing to word which reached State's At- 
torney Pi C. Bastwold last night. 


'CetMTNiBh, about 35 years or age 


and married about six weeks, his wife 
coming to'the Robinson vicinity from 
Oregon and who- had not seen him 
prior to the marriage, walked to the 
• shack of Clarence Hicks and sbot him 
through the heart with a .38 rifle. No 
motive.for the cri»ie is known. 


Tells Wife of Crime. 
Returning to his wife, Nash 
,e- 


marked that he had been over and 
killed. Hicks, but his wife believed 
that he was only fooling. But he stat- 
ed that it was the truth and that he 
was going to "beat it" and with that 
proceeded to make preparations for 
the flight, taking two loaves of bread 
and his rifle and bidding his Wife a 
goodbye. 


Hicks Pound Dead on Floor. 


When he was out of sight, Mrs. 


Nash and her three children dashed 
'across the p.-uirie to the scene. On 
i the floor in the -little cabin sure 
enough they found Hicks dead. 


At the time Nash went to the Hlcka 


hditiestead, a toy. named Jacob Brant- 
ner, 17 years 'tit age,-was there, hav- 
ing worked fbr f»e dead man a num- 
ber of days. 


Told to Throw up Hands. 


According.to- the story told by this 


youtlf, N'ash knocked at the 
door. 


Hicks told Brantner to open the door 
which was done and there stood Nash 
pointing his rifle at them. He told 
Hicks to throw up his hands, that he 
I had come to kill him and that he was 
! going to die.Plea Failed. 
While Hicks was pleading piteously 
that -his life be- spared, Brantner: 
states that Nash told him to get out 
of the shack and that he obeyed and 
when about 10 rods from the hougs. 
he heard the report of the gun, but 
was too frightened to look back and 
never stopped running until he reach- 
ed his -uncle's place, Chriz Goub, a 
mile east. 


Murderer Still at Large. 


Nash is still at large. What prompt- 


ed him to take the life of his neighbor 
all Is a mystery as far as Kidder 
ty officials can learn.
